Fly and 
Mosquito are planning their annual 
tour of Texas. 
Both of these ladies are planning 
to bring their families with them and 
say that they hope that by fall their 
descendants will number many tril­ 
lions. 
Mrs. Fly is coming to Texas 
for the purpose °f conveying typhoid 
fever, tuberculosis diarrhoea, dysen­ 
tery, etc. to the humans thruout the 
state. 
Mrs. Mosquito, who is technically 
known as anopheles, is coming to 
assist in spreading malaria. 
Others 
of her relatives will be here later to 
spread dengue and yellow fever. 
Mrs. Fly says that she desires lots 
of filth so that she will have a place 
in which to lay her eggs and raise an 
enormous family. 
If the people of 
Tents do not want to have her locate 
in their neighborhood they should 
start now to destroy the fly’s breed­ 
ing places, screen the house, set fly 
traps and keep the yards clean. 
Re­ 
member— no filth, no flies. 
Mrs. Mosquito desires to make her 
home in stagnant water. 
She is not 
so particular whether this water is in 
a pond, marsh or old tin cans, but 
she specifies that she must have wat­ 
er. People who do not want this lady 
or the diseases she carries should 
start now to destroy mosquito breed­ 
ing places, draining or oiling all 
standing water, using surface min­ 
nows and screening houses 
Remem­ 
ber- no water, no mosquitoes. 
These pests cost tTie state of Texas 
hundreds of thousands of dollars an­ 
nually, and it is everyone’s duty to 
do all he can to combat this menace 
to their health.

Hence the opportune nature 
of the suggestion of student disarm ­ 
ament. 
There never was a time when more 
Americans were dem anding peace on 
earth and talking about naval and 
military disarmament. 
There never 
was a time when more Americans 
were going about like walking arse 
i nals, carrying pistols, knives, swore 
J canes and other weapons of personal 
j warfare. 
I 
We have well nigh disarmed as a 
i nation, tho the nations with whom 
I we negotiated a “limitation of a n na - 
I m ents” 
treaty 
are 
not 
disarming 
J themselves. 
But we might well turn 
our attention toward personal dis- 
i arm am ent. 
We need national 
tection. 
Very few of us need 
sonal 
protection, 
other 
than 
given by the government to all 
zens. 
The gun-toting habit in this coun­ 
try, and particularly in this state, has 
become a menace to the public peace 
and to the personal safety to citizens. 
It breeds crime, it is conducive to 
accidents, it is altogether indefen­ 
sible. 
In England police officers go about 
unarmed. 
If they carry any weapon 
at all it is a truncheon and patrol­ 
men are only issued these clubs in 
emergencies. 
Yet the record of a r ­ 
rests and the statistics of crime in 
England show a rem arkable contrast 
to those of this nation. 
Most crim ­ 
inals are caught there, few murders 
are committed, nearly all m urderers 
are 
h a n g e d — not years after th** 
crime, but within a few’ weeks. 
The sale and carrying of pistols In 
England both require licenses. 
Few 
are issued. 
Englishmen do not seem 
to think that personal safety requires 
a man to make individual Gibraltar 
of himself. 
Few of them are killed 
by their fellow-men. 
In the United States the m urder 
rate is higher than iii any civilized 
nation. 
Gun toting is common here, 
we exercise little control oxen the 
mini ti tact u re, sale and carrying o;

this situation, it was plainly evident 
that the revenue must be raised from 
: odic source. 
At the state teachers’ 
association it was urged that a gross 
production tax of li\e per cent should 
be le\ it'd on crude oil. 
The governor 
iii two separate messages u rg td that 
as a min im um a tax of five per cent 
should be levied by the state on crude 
oil* 
Several members of the legisla­ 
ture and others asked me to handle 
tnis measure in the house of rep re­ 
sentatives. 
Realizing that the power­ 
ful oil interests, their attorneys and 
influential 
men 
would 
fight 
t b s 
measure and seek its defeat, I, th e re ­ 
fore. made a careful study of the 
matter. 
I investigated the records; 
of the com ptroller’s departm ent and 
found th a t many oil companies were 
refusing to pay taxes to the state at 
the present time, claiming they were j 
exempt as common law trusts. 
I fu r­ 
ther found that they evaded the pres­ 
ent law by receiving a bonus above 
the posted price without paying a tax 
on same. 
Consequently. I made pro­ 
visions in the bill to remedy these 
conditions. 
But before w'e had a s­ 
sembled in Austin for the legislative 
session, there was located there a 
powerful lobby to fight this measure 
and similar measures. 
Soon after I 
introduced this bill, it was referred 
to a committee for a public hearing 
and the lobby against it grew strong- | 
er, more influential ana more p o w e r - , 
fui. 
The oil interest had the Hon.! 
Jake Walters, Mr. Johns, chief coun­ 
sel of the Texas Company, Judge Gill J 
and former Governor O. B. Colquitt 
and others who presented their side 
of the question to members of the 
legislature and argued at length be­ 
fore the committee.

hearing the committee unanimously 
recommended th a t the bill pass with 
a three per cent tax on crude oil.

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Will Test Most Suitable 
Varieties of Cotton 
in Wise County 


Cotton varieties, boll weevils, fer­ 
tilizers— what part will they play in 
Wise county’s 1923 cotton crops? 
It 
will pay farm ers and business men 
alike to study the following discus­ 
sion: 
First, as to varieties. 
W e haven’t 
studied the question enough in the 
past, and at present we are being 
penalized for the neglect and it is a 
sure thing that the penalization Is 
going to become worse in the future. 
iii other words, we are going to have 
to pay for growing poor cotton, anti 
this in face of the fact th at we can 
grow good cotton just as cheaply and 
make far more at the business. 
Ev­ 
ery wide-awake community in North 
Texas is waking up on the subject. 
Organizing, experimental on and agi­ 
tation are proceeding to get away 
rom the practice of growing the 
cheap, poor varieties of cotton that 
is heaping untold damage and cost 
•>n the cotton growing industry every­ 
where. 
We may be thankful that Wise 
county is not going to be left behind. 
Every community will have to work 
out its fate in this problem, and 
Wise county will be in the running 
this season. 
One of the most impor­ 
tant and far reaching demonstrations 
will be that of the Decatur Motor 
Company of Decatur, which has taken 
over two plots of land, one on the 
black land near Decatur and one on 
the sand near Bridgeport, whereon it 
will work out some facts that are of 
extrinsic importance to W ise county’s 
cotton industry. 
These demonstrations will assume 
three phases: First, a test of varie­ 
ties; 
second, a test of fertilisers; 
third, a test of power farming. 
Mr. 
W. A. Helm of the company is behind 
hese experiments with all his inten­ 
sity and personal interest aroused. 
The public may depend on it that 
nothing will be left undone that will 
tend to show up results in the fullest 
degree. 
The variety test is a m atter of first 
magnitude. 
We have fallen into the 
habit in Wise county or growing a 
cheap variety of cotton. 
It is h u rt­ 
ing farm ers now; 
it is hurting bus­ 
iness; 
it is going to n u n everybody 
far worse in the future. 
It is alleged 
to he a fact .hat during the m arket­ 
ing season cotton lot buyers are 
passing up Decatur whenever they 
can, 
bestowing 
their attention 
to 
more enterprising communities in the 
knowledge that Decatur offers them 
a cheap grade of cotton they do not 
want 
This is a business predica­ 
ment 
it. is a leal business calamity 
and it is something that Wise county 
people should not to’erate. 
\nd they 
can help themselves. Thej may grow 
better varieties of cotton 
just as 
cheaply and conveniently and in the 
end it will pay far more to do so.

He will pursue the plan 
OI planting the pure seed ct several 
of the standard high grade varieties 
of c o t t o n on fertilized hind and will 
cultivate the crop with power attach­ 
ments. 
The result will show what 
kinds of better cotton are adapted 
to our soils and climate, what effect 
mineral fertilizers will have in in­ 
creasing the acreage yield and shov­ 
ing the crop forward to maturity in 
advance of the stag*1 ot the biggest 
boll weevil attack and will probably 
prove the comparative cheapness and 
efficiency of power methods of tarm ­ 
ing. 
These are experiments of the 
utmost importance and will be watch­ 
ed bv the general public from begin 
ding'to end. 
VY. M. Love, our county 
agent, will have general charge of 
planting and cultivating, 
and 
the 
office of the Decatur chamber of 
commerce will be to watch all stages 
of the undertaking and give the facts 
to the people.

Pastor J. W. Slagle Says 
Modern Dances Are 
Very Dangerous 


The following is a synopsis of the 
M inion “The Methodist Church and 
Modern Dance," as delivered by 
Rev. J W. Slagle, pastor of the First 
Methodist church of Decatur, on Sun­ 
day evening, March l i t h : 
The text is taken from Matthew 
V :27-28 and Colossians 111:5. 
The 
first text was uttered by our Lord, 
who was the bravest man who ever 
lived. 
He repeats the seventh com­ 
mandment, as given to Moses and re­ 
corded in the t wentieth chapter of 
Exodus, and follows with his inter­ 
pretation of the commandment, which 
is: “ Whosoever looketh on a woman 
to lust after her hath committed 
a d u l t e r y -with her already in his 
heart." 
Notice that he says the fact 
of the sin mentioned and forbidden 
is not so much in the act itself as 
it is in the desire or purpose to do 
th e act. 
The modern dance furnishes th.' 
opportunity for sin or this nature. 
Therefore, the modern dance is im ­ 
moral, and a public amusement fruit­ 
ful of great evil. 
The modern dance 
contributes to the ruin of more younf 
p* ople than any other public amuse­ 
ment. 
It is condemned, both by the 
scripture and the law of the Method­ 
ist church. 
Let me cite you to one of the gen­ 
eral rules of the Methodist churcn 
’which is based on the second scrip­ 
tu re 
read 
from 
Colossians 111:5. 
“ Mortify, therefore, your members 
w ich are on the earth; 
fornication, 
uncleanness, inordinate affection, evil 
coneupisence and covetousness which 
is idolatry." 
And the rule of the 
cl irch, based on this scripture is »3 


person, but simply against the dance 
as an ungodly public amusement. 
I 
believe the modern Jance is popular 
and dangerous because it furnishes 
invitation to, and opportunity for, a 
male and female partn er to embrace 
each other in close, lingering, physi­ 
cal contact. 
In proof of this proposi­ 
tion, let us submit a plan by which 
to test it out. 
Secure the best hall 
that is to be had, procure the best 
music that can be produced, get the 
most beautiful and costly furnishing? 
and decorations, invite the most con­ 
genial company of people, serve the 
most delicious refreshments, elimi­ 
nating all intoxicants, thru all the 
dancing let every male dance with a 
male partner, and every female dance 
with a female partner. 
This plan 
will, if thoroughly tested, reduce the 
popularity of the modern dance at newspape 


authority of the evils and the danger 
of the dance. 
Dr. William Heaph, 
president of Milton University, says: 
“The modern promiscuous dance with 
its sensual hugs and the unholy posi­ 
tions, is the cause of much mental 
sin that often leads to actual sin. 
It 
is strongly to be doubted whether 
among the inmates of the red light 
district there can be found anv who 
do not dance, or many who can not 
trace their downfall to the dance hall 
with its passion producing antics." 
Dr. H. M. Kenny says: 
“ The testi­ 
mony of one of our college presidents 
is that of all of the students under 
his control, the poorest scholars of 
the class have been the dancing 
scholars; 
and those students who 
have given him the most trouble in 
the discipline of the college have uni­ 
formly come from dancing commun­ 
ities. 
The tendency or these amuse­ 
ments is always and everywhere to 
create a distaste for mental applica- 
°? aad honest work, to make idle 
and frivolous and brainless men and 
women.” 
McClure’s Magazine says: 
“The 
promotor of cheap dances has never 
before had such a public for his en­ 
terprise and never before have dances 
been so provocative of immorality." 
One of New Y ork’s leading 


least seventy-five per cent. And there 
is nothing lacking in this plan except 
the physical contact of male and fe­ 
male. 
And yet if this one feature is 
I removed the majority of the devotee* 
I would rather be at a prayer meeting. 
; You ask a lady lover of the dance 
why she would not like th a t sort of 
a dance, and her reply would likely 
| be: 
“There* is no emotion or zest 
in it." 
A gentleman’s answer Avon Id 
likely he: 
“There is no thrill, no 
kick, in such a dance.” 
But why the 
aoscn.ce of the emotion and zest or 
the thrill and kick? 
It is unquestion­ 
ably, to my mind, in the absence of 
Ch* physical contact of the man and 
tho woman. 
It is the emotion, tho 
zest, the kick and the thrill which 
arise in the physical contact of the 
male with the female partner, which 
makes the modern dance so popular 
and likewise so dangerous. 
The af­ 
fections and the desires and the sex 
instinct are God-given, and there is 
no sin in their proper and normal 
use, but there is great sin in their 
abuse. And the immorality, the great 
danger of the modern dance is the 
above— the ungodly exercise or ex­ 
citement of these God-given facul­ 
ties— the right use of which is so 
essential to the preservation of man­ 
hood and womanhood, in the present

“It is 
contrary to the spirit of the New 
Testament to teach modern dancing 
<or to practice promiscous dancing, 
and such a case comes under the rule 


I do not say this is true of all who 
ale devoted to the modern dance, 


Orleans Times-Picayune says editor 
hilly; •‘The trouble with questionable 
dancing is that there is nothing ques 
te n a b le about it. 
It is unquestion­ 
able bad. 
In the great up and down 
of the dance, from the beginning of 
history, each periodic dip has reach­ 
ed some revolting level of vulgarity 
that has forced a revulsion of feeling 
and 
blue law’s. 
History, 
broadly 
speaking, repeats itself, and the char­ 
acteristic as I see it of the present 
period of dance degeneration is that 
it attacks most strongly the very 
young. 
It is striking at our boys 
and girls, our young men and women, 
and thus at the very roots of our 
future society." 
The testimony of some Catholic 
priests, one after twenty years’ ex­ 
perience in the confessional, says: “ I 
have definite opinions on the ques­ 
tion of dancing among young peo­ 
ple 
It corrupts many young girls. 
If parents who thing their children 
quite innocent could but listen to 
what comes to my ears as a priest 
bin of at least seventy-five per cent, (they would shed bitter tears." 
An­ 
ana more especially of the extremely other priest says: “The devotees of 
young people. 
If you are in doubt 
about what I have said being true, 
then listen at some of the remarks 
made by men and women after the 
lance is over. 
“Did you ever dance 
with Mr. Blank? 
I had rather dance 
with a sack of bran. 
If all men are 
vt' the discipline forbidding improper like him I would as soon be at church 
tem pers, words and actions.”

This scrip­ 
ture condemns inordinate affection. 
Mr. Webster says, “Inordinate affec­ 
tion is disorderly afftection, excessive 
Vt» unusual bounds, intemperance in 
•desire or passion.’’ 
What more ap­ 
propriate place ca.i be found than 
th e modern dance in which to foster 
th *se desires? 
Another term 
the 
wcriptnres employ is “evil concupi­ 
scence,” which is defined by Mr. Web­ 
ste r as Inclination for unlawful en­ 
joyment, lust, impelling or exciting 
to carnal pleasure. 
What institution 
van you name that contributes more 
to this sin than the modern dance? 
Notice also sn nm terms employed in 
th e law of the church, "softness, the 
quality of bodies which render them 
<easily susceptible of impression from 
tother bodies: 
susceptibility of feel­ 
ing or passion; 
vicious delicacy.*’ 
Again, “self indulgence; 
free per­ 
mission of the appetites, humor, de­ 
sires. passions or will, graification, 
as the indulgence of lust or appe­ 
tites.’’ 
The position or the church 
set forth in the law, employing 
these terms is that the modern dance 
is the occasion of th** evils which 
this** terms indicate, end that the 
modern dance directly excites such 
appetites or desires as are inconsis­ 
tent with a christian life. 
I believe 
this position of our church to he sub­ 
stantiated by the teacnings of the 
scriptures and the testimony of men 
and women who have a -'•asim to 
know from experience and observu- 
t ion. 
What is the secret of the popular­ 
ity of the modern dane**0 
The mod­ 
ern dance is very popular with a 
very large number of people, both 
cultured and u n r e f i n e a , but not all 
a r e agreed as to the secret of its 
popularity 
I feel sure that few, if 
any, are ready to admit just why 
♦ hey love the d a n c e . 
And I believe 
Athat if they can be lead to think j 
Hionestly and soberly as to the reason 
for its popularity they will be willing 
*o give up the dance forever. 
Some 
«of the reasons given by those who 
Yore th e dance are: “ The fine music 
Ss so enjoyable, its rythmic move- 
snents, poetry of motion, its fine so­ 
cia l fellowship.” But I do not believe 
a n y of these reasons or all of these 
reasons explain the secret of its pop­ 
ularity. 
I am going to ten you what j 
I think the real secret of the popu­ 
la rity of the modern dance is. 
I do i 
bring a n y accusation against any 


or prayer meeting." 
These words 
were spoken by a l’ight-headed. re­ 
spectable girl. 
Again, “ Did you ever 
dance with Miss Blank? 
Well, don't 
ever try. 
I would as soon dance with 
a fence post. 
But say, boy, isn’t Miss 
Blank a peach? 
She lets a fellow 
love her up good and plenty. 
She 
knows how to respond. 
If I can al­ 
ways have a partner like her. it’s 
good-bye religion with me.’’ The sig­ 
nificance of these statements is that 
they prove what I have already de­ 
clared to he true; 
that if there is 
not the “ response” or rhe sex in­ 
stinct. then, to most dancers, the 
dane** is one of the most immoral of 
public amusements, and fraught with 
greatest danger to the young people 
of our day. 
Now, let us hear the testimony of 
collie who are prepared to speak with 


the dance are utterly unfit for the 
services of the Sabbath, and the wor­ 
ship of God. and I refuse the Lord’s 
supper to those who participate in 
♦ he modern dance." 
A bishop of the 
Episcopal church says, "Modern dane 
es are immodest and indecent. 
They 
are 
introduced 
directly from 
the 
brothal 
I will not knowingly con­ 
firm anyone, male or female, who 
will not give up such objectionable 
forms of amusement." 
Another bish­ 
op of the same church says: “The 
dances tolerated today are lascivious 
and disgraceful." 
Another bishop 
of the same church says: “The waltz 
is gross and debasing. 
It contami­ 
nates our daughters. 
It begets in 
our sons a contempt for womanhood 
and womanly modesty.” A converted 
dancing master, Professor William 
Holmes, now devout religious work­ 
er, says: “ I found the ball room th* 
avenue of destruction for multitudes. 
It is the truth burned into the hearts 
of 
downcast 
fathers 
and 
broken­ 
hearted mothers. 
The husbands are 
legion 
who can look on deserted 
homes left desolate by wives and j 
daughters who have been led captive 


by 
the 
dance." 
Professor T. 
A. 
Faulkner, for years a sucessful danc­ 
ing master, now an earnest christian 
worker, in his book, “ The Lure of the 
Dance." says: 
“Two-thirds of the 
girls who are ruined fall thru the 
influence of dancing. 
I personally 
talked with two hundred girls who 
are today inmates of the brothal. 
They were frank to answ er my ques­ 
tions as to the direct cause of their 
downfalls, and I gathered the follow­ 
ing facts: 
One hundred and sixty- 
three fell thru dancing schools and 
ball rooms: twenty-eight thru drink: 
ten thru willful choice; 
seven thru 
poverty.” Professor La Follis of San 
Francisco says: 
“T here nee in San 
Francisco twenty-five hundred fallen 
women, nineteen hundred of whom 
fell thru the dance." 
Some quota­ 
tions from unconverted dancing mas­ 
ters: 
“ As a m atter of fact all danc­ 
ing needs reforming when we witness 
the vulgar position and non-sensical 
chasing around the bali room bv the 
four hundred given in the name of 
the round dance. 
The positions as­ 
sumed by some of them are positively 
Indecent." “Dancing is the most dan 
gerotis thing on earth, 
it is demor­ 
alizing our young 
people. 
If let 
alone, it will* bring o u r country to 
ruin.” 
“The modern dances are im­ 
proper.” “They are indecent and dis­ 
gusting.” 
“The modern dances are 
vulgar.” 
These and like expressions 
were uttered by dancing masters who 
m ake their living by teaching others 
to dance. 
They were uttered at their 
convention held recently in Boston. 
Professor Stribes, a famous dancing I 
master, Avas interviewed and answer­ 
ed as follows: “Does your wife dance, • 
Mr. Stribes?" 
“No, sir; 
nor will I 
permit her to do as long as she is I 
my wife.” “Why not. you dance with j 
the wives and daughters of other 
m en?” 
“Of course, but there is a : 
mighty big difference between hug-1 
Ring other men’s Avives ana daughters: 
to music and taking your own wife ' 
and daughter to places where every 
fellow has the privilege of hugging 
them .” 
“What would be your ad Alce 
to a daughter on file subject, Mr. 
Stribes?” 
“ It would be this: 
My 
daughter, do not allow any man to 
encircle your waist until you are mar­ 
ried, and only your husband then.” 
“ I have been severely criticized for 
the statement that ‘no woman can 
waltz 
well and 
waltz 
virtuously. 
“ Yes, I noticed that in your book. 
I 
will say that I, too, do not believe 
either that a woman can waltz well 
and waltz virtuously, for she must 
yield her person completely to h°r 
partner, and if there is such a person 
she surely would make a poor com­ 
panion for a husband.” 
“ Mr. Stribe, 
what per cent of the prostitutes in 
the United States do you think were 
ruined by the ball room ?” 
“I can 
safely say four-fifths. 
You will gen­ 
erally find that prostitutes are per­ 
fect dancers." 
Since I have given you the position 
of the church as to the modern dance, 
and the reasons for this position as 
based upon the scripture and upon 


evidence as to the Immorality of th* 
dance as proven by those who know 
the results, let me appeal to your 
reason and good sense to let the 
dance severely alone. 
In the light 
of these facts, can you. with a clear 
conscience, indulge in the dance and 
feel that it is an innocent amuse­ 
ment? 
I trust that the fathers and! 
mothers who have heard this dis-( 
course will weigh honestly and p ra y -1 
erfully before God these facts before 1 
you permit your sons and daughters I 
to participate in this immoral and i 
dangerous form of amusement. 
If 
any of you hav'e been indulging in it, j 
then stop and think what your exam -1 
pie may mean to others, even if you I 
feel that it is not hurtful to you. 
II 
trust that each one here has already 
resolved that for the sake of your 
own manhood or womanhood and for 
the sake of the manhood and woman­ 
hood of this community you will 
never again participate in the modern 
dance. 
As one of God's watchmen, 
with all the earnestness of my soul! 
I beg you beware. 
“Come ye out 
from among them And be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and ye shall be ^ons 
and daughters and I will bi 
God."
